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Man gets 10 years in choking death 


Defendant says he just wanted 
his ‘bestfriend’to calm down

Seneca Moore, 33, calls Terry 
Yocum, the man he choked to 
death during a fight in April, his 
“best friend.” 

Moments before a Christian 
Circuit Court judge sentenced 
him to 10 years in prison Wednes¬ 
day, Moore read a prepared state¬ 


ment in which he said, “Not a day 
goes by that I don’t miss my 
friend.” 

Apologizing to Yocum’s family, 
Moore said that the two had had 
too much to drink the night of 
Yocum’s death and that he “just 
wanted (Yocum) to calm down” 
so they could talk. 

In addition, Moore told Judge 
Andrew Self that there were 


“other roles played that night” 
and that he was protecting him¬ 
self, but consequently, hurt his 
best friend. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Lynn Pryor said the 10-year sen¬ 
tence was not the best-case sce¬ 
nario, but considered it an 
appropriate resolution to the 
case. The incident was “tragic for 
everyone involved,” Pryor said. 

In late January, Moore took a 
plea agreement that amended his 
charge from murder to second- 
degree manslaughter. 

During the plea hearing, Pryor 
said Moore could possibly get a 
longer sentence if the case went

Brown added that moving the 
event’s location gives it three 
times more space.

More than 100 national and 
local employers will be at Fort 
Campbell seeking potential 
recruits among the Army sol¬ 
diers who will soon be leaving 
military service. 

The two-day job fair at Cole 
Park Commons will host na¬ 
tional and international em¬ 
ployers Wednesday and local 
employers today Among the 
employers attending are Boe¬ 
ing, CSX Railroad, Macy’s, 
Hemlock, Tennessee Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections andHCA. 

With planned military 
budget cuts looming, the 
Army plans to reduce its total 
size by 80,000 soldiers over the 
next five years and civilian fed¬ 
eral employees and contrac¬ 
tors will also be facing job 
losses. 


Harold Riggins, director of 
Fort Campbell’s Army Career 
and Alumni Program, said 
they are expecting 120 em¬ 
ployers to be at Fort Campbell 
over the next two days in a 
wide range of careers. Some 
employers, like CSX Railroad 
and BNSF Railway, have 
made a commitment to hire 
veterans and others are look¬ 
ing for dependable leaders 
like those coming out of the 
military 

“Our service members have 
intangible skills like leader¬ 
ship, teamwork, integrity and 
ingenuity,” he said. “They are 
diverse, loyal, dependable and 
adaptable.”

DEAR MRS. E. C.: God knows all about 
your disability, and He 
doesn’t hold us accountable 
for things we simply aren’t 
able to do. in fact, God 
knows all our weaknesses, 
and He sympathizes with 
them. 

At the same time, 1 would 
encourage you not to lose 
contact with your church 
and its ministry. For exam¬ 
ple, is there a Bible study 
or women’s group in your 
church that you could still 
attend? Does your church 
sponsor other eventsfrom 
time to time where your 
hearing might not be as big a problem? 
Are your church’s services broadcast over 
television or radio or through the inter¬ 
net? You also might speak with your pas¬ 
tor or someone on your church’s board 
about installing a special sound system 
for the hearing impaired. 

in other words, don’t assume that be¬ 
cause some of your church’s ministry is 
no longer accessible to you, you must 
therefore cut off all contact with your 
church and its members. 

You need the spiritual encouragement 
and emotional support they can give you — 
and your example of perseverance in the 
face of your disability could be an inspira¬ 
tion to them.

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Sturgis man self-publishes dystopian novel

NEW ERA FEATURE WRITER 

Ever since taking creative writ¬ 
ing classes in high school, Collin 
Douglas has always wanted to 
write his own novel. Now at 45, 
his dream has come true. 

Douglas recently self-published 
a novel through AuthorHouse. 
com called “When the Dogwoods 
Bloom.” The novel is set in 2030 
and depicts a morally bankrupt 
U.S. in which citizens are con¬ 
sumed by greed and lust. Major 
cities have sprawling red-light 
districts called “sex towns” in 
which patrons can have anything 
they desire. 

Due to the threat of internal 
terrorism, only government 


agencies have access to cell¬ 
phones and the Internet. Against 
this backdrop, a reporter named 
Noah Wolfe is in¬ 
vestigating a se¬ 
ries murders 
involving prosti¬ 
tutes in New 
York. The story 
operates com¬ 
pletely from 
Wolfe’s point of 
view as he tries to 
solve the crimes. 

With the novel’s 
dystopian setting, Douglas tried 
to imagine a future that might re¬ 
sult from many of our modern 
behaviors. 

“I did some research on this 
and there are actually these 


places called sex towns in East¬ 
ern Europe and Asia,” Douglas 
said. “It is amazing how many 
cases are going to court where 
parents are selling their kids into 
prostitution. The book is based 
on the principle that, in the end 
times, we will be worse off than 
Sodom and Gomorrah.” 

For all of its dark elements, the 
story is optimistic about the fu¬ 
ture of medical science, which 
has eradicated diseases like 
Alzheimer’s in Douglas’ book. 
Douglas’ mother died a year ago 
after a battle with the 
Alzheimer’s. For each copy of the 
book he sells, he is donating a 
dollar to the National 
Alzheimer’s Association.

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Senate passes bill to allow 
parents school choke 

FRANKFORT, Ky (AP) — A bill that 
would allow parents to send their chil¬ 
dren to the schools nearest their 
homes has passed the Senate. 

The bill, sponsored by Republican 
Sen. Dan Scum of Louisville, passed 
Tuesday by a partisan vote of 21-15. 
It’s the third year Scum has proposed 
the legislation. 

Scum said after the vote that the 


bill’s chances aren’t good in the 
House. 

Democratic Sen. Gerald Neal of 
Louisville spoke against the bill and 
offered three floor amendments seen 
by supporters as “unfriendly” meas¬ 
ures to kill the bill. One, however, did 
pass 35-3. It would make the measure 
apply to all school districts rather 
than Jefferson County only. 

Neal said the measure could amount 
to resegregating Jefferson County’s 
schools, but Scum said it would not.

had talents for aesthetics, 
said Jim Gardner, owner of 
Haddock’s Grocery and a 
longtime friend of the cou¬ 
ple. 

Gardner said she was al¬ 
ways thinking of ways to 
help others. Last week she 
made him a peanut butter 
cake and had her husband 
deliver it to Jim at his 
store, he said. 

Everyone called her 
“Cissy” for as long as Gard¬ 
ner knew her, but Gardner 
couldn’t explain the origin. 

Court personnel are find¬ 
ing ways to cope with John 
Atkins’ absence. On 
Wednesday morning, the 


county’s other circuit 
judge, Andrew Self, 
presided over the cases 
scheduled for Atkins’ 
courtroom. Self accepted 
guilty pleas and imposed 
final sentences, and he 
postponed the non-urgent 
hearings. 

Delays in criminal pro¬ 
ceedings can affect defen¬ 
dants’ lives significantly. 
But Atkins’ co-workers wiU 
cover for him so he has 
time to recover. Self said. 

“Any case that needs to 
be heard will be heard,”

Attorneys have agreed to 
postpone trials scheduled 


for Atkins’ courtroom on 
Thursday and Monday. 
Murder defendant Seth 
Wallen’s trial was set for 
Monday, and the attorneys 
agreed to put it off out of 
respect for Atkins, said 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Lynn Pryor. 

John Atkins was elected 
Christian County’s first 
full-time prosecutor in 
1993. He became a circuit 
judge in 2000. 

The family’s arrange¬ 
ments are incomplete at 
Hughart and Beard Fu¬ 
neral Home in Hop¬ 
kinsville.

to trial, but thought a jury might be¬ 
lieve that Moore acted in self-defense. 

Someone convicted of murder must 
serve 80 percent of their sentence be¬ 
fore applying for parole. Under Ken¬ 
tucky law, parole is possible for those 
accused of manslaughter after 20 per¬ 
cent of the sentence is served. 

Moore has already served 354 days in 
jail. As part of his sentence, Moore 
must also pay $1,933 in funeral ex¬ 
penses. 

While separated from his wife last 
year, Moore lived with Yocum in Oak 


Grove, police said. On April 4, Yocum 
discovered Moore was having an affair 
with his wife, police said. 

Moore said that Yocum attacked him 
and that he put Yocum in a choke hold 
until he passed out. Moore then called 
911. Yocum died later at Vanderbilt 
University Medical Center in 
Nashville, Tenn. 

Moore has three children and 
worked at a Fort Campbell bowling 
alley prior to his arrest, according to 
court records.

for jobs both locally in Tennessee and 
Kentucky, but also jobs that will take 
them closer to their hometowns. 

Unemployment for recently returned 
veterans of Iraq and Afghanistan re¬ 
mains higher than the national unem¬ 
ployment rate. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said in a report issued Tues¬ 
day that the unemployment rate for vet¬ 
erans who served after September 2001 
was 12.1 percent in 2011. 

Riggins said Fort Campbell soldiers 
leaving the service are required to at¬ 
tend transitional training, which helps 
prepare them for the civilian job market. 


“We are teaching them how to net¬ 
work, how to write a resume, how to in¬ 
terview and how to negotiate a salary,” 
he said. 

They are also helping soldiers trans¬ 
late their military skills and experi¬ 
ences into attributes that non-military 
employers can understand. 

“You were an infantryman, but now 
you are telling an employer that you 
were responsible for a security detail 
and in charge of nine soldiers,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

The job fair wiU be open to the public, 
including military spouses and re¬ 
tirees. Visitors who want to attend need 
to get a pass from Gate 4.

Bill would require seat belts 
in 15-passenger vans 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) — Vans that 
carry 15 or fewer passengers would be 
required to have seat belts under a 
Senate measure that has passed the 
Kentucky House. 

The bill is intended to strengthen 
Kentucky’s seat-belt laws two years 
after an Interstate 65 crash that 
claimed the lives of 11 people in a 15- 


passenger van. 

Rep. Hubert Collins, a Wittensville 
Democrat, proposed the bill in the 
House. It would change the current 
law, which applies only to vans that 
carry 10 or fewer passengers. It 
passed the House Tuesday by a vote of 
61-33. 

The bill, sponsored by Republican 
Sen. Ernie Harris of Crestwood, 
passed the Senate 31-5 early in the ses¬ 
sion.

Burning 
restrictions 
in place

There have been several field fires in south¬ 
ern Christian County last couple weeks, and 
many of them were preventable, according to 
Oak Grove Volunteer Fire Department Chief 
Greg Bequette. 

Law dictates that Kentucky’s fire seasons are 
from Feb. 15 to April 30 and from Oct. 1 to Dec. 
15. During those seasons, it is unlawful for any¬ 
one to start a fire within 150 feet of a woodland 
or brush land between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. That 
restriction is in place because, during the day, 
temperatures are higher, wind speeds increase 
and humidity drops, all of which create a 
higher probability for starting a wildfire. 

To prevent a burn pile from turning into a 
wildfire, people should clear vegetation for 10 
feet around the pile, have a source of water on 
hand, keep a shovel nearby and stay with the 
fire until it is completely out, even at night. 

Before burning, people can find out if there 
are any restrictions in effect by calling the 
Emergency Communications Center at 270- 
890-1300 or the Energy and Environment Cab¬ 
inet at 502-573-3382 or 800-866-0555. People 
can also find that information at 
www.forestryky.gov and www.air.kygov. 

In case of a fire emergency, call 911.

Ky. House approves bill to limit teen tanning bed use

The House approved a measure 
Tuesday that would limit tanning bed 
use for teens. If passed by the Senate, 
Kentucky teens under age 18 could 
only use a tanning bed with written 
permission from a parent. 

House Bill 249 originally prohibited 
teens under the age of 14 from using 


tanning bans. Rep. David Watkins, D- 
Henderson, a doctor, said exposure to 
ultra violet light, particularly in tan¬ 
ning beds, can accelerate skin cancer. 

But Rep. Tim Moore, R-Elizabeth- 
town, offered an amendment that was 
later adopted by the full House that 
would allow children under the age of 
18 to use a tanning bed if they have 
written permission from a parent. 


Moore said some people are pre¬ 
scribed ultra violet light by a doctor to 
treat conditions such as jaundice. 
Other students use tanning beds for a 
limited amount of time, such as before 
prom, he said. 

The House ultimately voted 86-10 to 
pass HB 249.

Attorney says Burgess, 
who was shot hypolice, 
needs medical treatment

Medical complications from a bullet 
wound Michael A. Burgess received dur¬ 
ing a police pursuit in early December 
convinced a judge to release the 29-year- 
old from jail and place him under house 
arrest. 

A doctor recently told Burgess that 
without regular physical therapy, his 
arm will be permanently damaged, said 
Burgess’ defense attorney Rick Boling 
during a Wednesday hearing. The physi¬ 
cal therapy requires Burgess to be at 
Vanderbilt University Medical Center in 


Nashville, Tenn., for multiple sessions a 
week lasting six weeks, Boling told 
Christian Circuit Court Judge Andrew 
Self. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Lynn Pryor 
told Self she thought house arrest was 
inappropriate for someone charged with 
the attempted murder of a police officer 
and that Burgess should be able to re¬ 
ceive adequate treatment in jail. 

Self recognized the commonwealth’s 
concerns, and said that house arrest was 
rare in such situations, but wanted to be 
sure that Burgess properly recovered 
from the injury to his left shoulder. 

“There are more reasons not to release 
you than reasons to release you,” Self 
told Burgess. 

Burgess will be fitted with an ankle 
monitor and can only be at his mother’s 
home in Oak Grove or at Vanderbilt. 
While out of jail, Burgess must pay for 
the cost of the ankle monitor.

A Hopkinsville man 
accused of burglarizing 
a home and stealing a 
car in June was arrested 
Wednesday afternoon. 

On June 23, a neighbor 
of David L. Fernandez, 
of Hunting Creek Road, 
called police when she 
saw a young man wear¬ 
ing a black shirt, black 
shorts and a black stock¬ 
ing cap driving out of 
Fernandez’ driveway, ac¬ 


cording to a Hop¬ 
kinsville police report. 
When police arrived, the 
home was in disarray, 
police said. 

The suspect entered 
the home by removing 
an air conditioner from 
a garage window, ac¬ 
cording to the report. 
Two pistols were taken 
along with Fernandez’ 
2004 Ford T-Bird. The 
car was later found 
abandoned at Slate Run 
Apartments, police said. 


Fernandez was on va¬ 
cation at the time of the 
burglary, the report 
said. 

DNA evidence from 
the scene and the vehi¬ 
cle matched Michael A. 
McLendon, police said. 
McLendon, 33, was ar¬ 
rested and charged with 
second-degree burglary 
and theft by unlawful 
taking (more than

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Was Fla. 
shooter a 
vigilante 
orgood 
neighbor? 

SANFORD, Fla. (AP) — 
George Zimmerman once 
took criminal justice 
classes at the community 
college and was practically 
a one-man neighborhood 
watch in his gated part of 
town, calling police close to 
50 times over the past eight 
years to report such things 
as slow-driving vehicles, 
strangers loitering in the 
neighborhood and open 
garages. 

Now, suddenly, people are 
wondering if the 28-year- 
old Zimmerman is an 
earnest if somewhat zeal¬ 
ous young man who was 
just looking out for his 
neighborhood, or a 
wannabe cop who tried to 
take justice into his own 
hands. 

He has been at the center 
of a growing furor over vig- 
ilantism, self-defense and 
racial profiling since he 
shot and killed an unarmed 
black teenager who was 
walking through his neigh¬ 
borhood Feb. 26 carrying 
only a bag of Skittles and 
an iced tea. 

Zimmerman, a light¬ 
skinned Hispanic, has 
claimed self-defense in the 
slaying of 17-year-old 
Trayvon Martin and has 
not been charged, but many 
black leaders are demand¬ 
ing his arrest, and state and 
federal authorities are in¬ 
vestigating. Florida’s Stand 
Your Ground law on self-de¬ 
fense gives people wide lati¬ 
tude to use deadly force. 

Attorneys for Martin’s 
parents say Zimmerman is 
a “loose cannon.” 

“He’s a wannabe police 
officer,” lawyer Benjamin 
Crump said. “Why did he 
have a gun?” 

But some neighbors wel¬ 
comed his vigilance, at least 
before the shooting. 

Samantha Leigh Hamil¬ 
ton, an auto-dealership em¬ 
ployee who has lived on 
Zimmerman’s street for 
about a year, said that she 
once left her garage door up 
and Zimmerman noticed it 
while out walking his dog. 
He notified another neigh¬ 
bor, who let Hamilton know. 

“The only impression I 
have of George Zimmer¬ 
man is a good one,” Hamil¬ 
ton said Wednesday. 

Hamilton said another 
neighbor, a black woman, 
would regularly inform 
Zimmerman when she was 
out of town so that he could 
keep an eye on her place. 
Hamilton said that when 
she moved into the middle- 
class, racially mixed com¬ 
munity of about 250 
identical townhouses, the 
black neighbor told her, 
“Hey, if you need anything, 
you picked a really good 
area, since George is part 
of our neighborhood 
watch.” 

Zimmerman, who was 
captain of the neighbor¬ 
hood watch and licensed to 
carry a gun, made 46 calls 
to police since 2004, accord¬ 
ing to department records. 
A police spokesman in San¬ 
ford, a city of 53,000 people 
outside Orlando that is 57 
percent white and 30 per¬ 
cent black, did not return 
calls for comment about 
Zimmerman’s repeated re¬ 
ports. 

Hamilton said there had 
been several break-ins in 
the past year, including one 
three doors away in which 
burglars took a TV and lap¬ 
tops. 

“When 1 hear about him 
calling the police con¬ 
stantly, it kind of makes 
sense to me because we had 
so many break-ins re¬ 
cently,” she said.

Death penalty for Staff Sgt. Bales? Not likely 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Defense 
Secretary Leon Panetta says the 
death penalty is possible if a U.S. 
military court finds an Army staff 
sergeant guilty of gunning down 
Afghan children and family mem¬ 
bers. But it isn’t likely 
History shows that the U.S. mili¬ 
tary system is slow to convict 
Americans, particularly service 


members, of alleged war crimes. 
And when a punishment is im¬ 
posed, it can range anywhere from 
life in prison all the way down to 
house arrest. Other factors can 
seem to play more of a role than 
the crime itself. 

In the case of Army Staff Sgt. 
Robert Bales, the suspect in the 
March 11 Kandahar shootings. 


legal experts say the 38-year-old 
married father of two young chil¬ 
dren could face a len^hy prison 
sentence if convicted of the crime, 
which has threatened U.S.-Afghan 
relations. 

But on his fourth combat tour 
and with a head injury on his 
record — the sergeant remembers 
little about that night. Bales’ 


lawyer says — he might well be 
shown some leniency by the mili¬ 
tary jury even if convicted. 

“Political pressure is going to 
drive the push for the death penalty 
Doesn’t mean they’re going to get 
it,” said Charles Gittins, a Virginia- 
based defense attorney who repre¬ 
sents service members and has 
handled capital cases.

Maybe in an ideal world where good 
nutrition and healthy activity are in¬ 
grained in our daily routines, many of 
us would grow a vegetable garden in the 
backyard or in a shared neighborhood 
plot each year.

Everyone would eat 
healthier food, get more exercise and 
maybe share some of the bounty with 
friends and neighbors. It makes perfect 
sense, until you consider your schedule 
and available time for gardening. 

That’s why local farmers markets offer a 
healthy option for people who want good 
local food without all the hard work. Two 
farmers markets in Hopkinsville — one at 
Founders Square downtown and the other 
at Bradford Square on Fort Campbell 
Boulevard — have enjoyed a loyal follow¬ 
ing for several years and they provide a va¬ 
riety of locally grown fruits and 
vegetables. 

But there is potential for much more in 
Hopkinsville. We need more buyers and 
more growers at the farmers markets. 
Christian County already ranks at or 
near the top of production for Kentucky’s 
most important cash crops. Another tier 
of local agriculture could grow from 
smaller producers who specialize in 
fruits and vegetables. 

If you haven’t tried one of the local mar¬ 
kets, go check them out this year. The 
downtown market will open next month. 

Town markets help build a community’s 
unique character. It’s one thing to drive 
through a fast food restaurant for a box of 
fries. It’s something else to buy a potato 
from a guy who grew it in his backyard 
and to go back a week later and buy a 
sack of beans from the same grower. 

Buying good food from local growers 
might also cause you to think about how 
your food choices affect the world. 

This week in Lexington, there is a sum¬ 
mit to encourage more support for local 
foods. One of the speakers is Jim Embry, 
who started the Sustainable Communi¬ 
ties Network in Kentucky and is an advo¬ 
cate of community gardening. Embry, in 
a KyForward web story, said recently, ‘Tf 
you have no idea where food comes from, 
you won’t be caring about the air, the 
water, the land, because you are sepa¬ 
rated from all of that.”

Legal interpretations on death 


A friend of mine who is about my 
age has run into a problem with 
the government, which claims 
that he is legally dead.

Anyway, things sort of went from 
bad to worse as my friend asked 
how he could get back on the role 
book as a living person. Being told 
that he could re-establish himself 
as a living person after presenting 
a driver’s license with a photo ID, a 
paid utility bill, and a statement 
from his doctor seemed a little ex¬ 
treme to my friend. 

He still gets his Social Security 
checks so he has decided to remain 
legally dead as long as the checks 
keep coming. He could get in a lot 
of trouble by cashing those Social 
Security checks, because you are 
not supposed to cash them after 
you die. He is liable to wind up in 


prison for 99 years or maybe the 
rest of his life. 

I do not blame him, though, because 
it is about as hard to prove you are 
dead as it is to prove that you are alive. 
The government is very suspicious of 
people who claim they are dead and 
they demand all kinds of sworn and 
notarized statements as proof I sup¬ 
pose that a lot of people play dead in 
order to evade paying debts. 

In most cases, somebody else has to 
do it aU for you, but proving you are 
legally dead is a lot harder than some 
of you young whipper snappers 
might think. If you think you can 
just say, “whoopee I’m dead,” you got 
another thing coming. Things just 
don’t work that way anymore. 

You fail to fill in just one blank space 
in the death questionnaire, and it will 
come right back to you or whoever you 
designated to take over and answer 
questions for you after you are gone. 

Now, here is a problem that I see for 
the person who has to prove that I am 
legally dead when that time comes 
around. My doctor says that I am 
wearing out all over at about the same 
rate and I see him t^ing to duck the 
problem of what it is that finally got 
me.

An invitation 
for murder? 


I am glad to hear the Justice Department 
is looking into the killing of Trayvon 
Martin. After all, if they can investi¬ 
gate the killing of innocent civilians in 
Afghanistan, they can do it in Florida. 

By now, you’ve probably heard about the 
17-year-old’s death and its outrageously 
suspicious circumstances. It’s a story with 
tragically familiar scenes, especially to 
those of us who have raised young black 
males: A young white man follows a “sus¬ 
picious-looking” black teenager, confronts 
him, and kills him in “self-defense.” 

What adds an extra edge and national 
relevance to this tragic episode is the 
Florida law under which the shooter 
claims self-defense. The “Stand Your 
Ground” law, promoted by the National 
Rifle Association and signed by then-Gov. 
Jeb Bush in 2005, allows anyone, any¬ 
where, to use deadly force against another 
person if they believe their safety or life is 
in danger. It’s the job of the state to prove 
the act was not justified. 

The law’s impact was dramatic. The St. 
Petersburg Times found that five years 
after the law went into effect, claims of jus¬ 
tifiable homicides in Florida more than 
tripled, from just over 30 to more than 100 
in 2010. The Stand-Your-Ground defense 
was used in 93 cases involving 65 deaths 
during that period, and in almost every 
one of them it worked. 

Jeb Bush called it a “good, commonsense 
anti-crime” bill, prosecu¬ 
tors, gun control advocates 
and other critics called it a 
“shoot first law” and, more 
bluntly, a “license to kiU 
and go free.” 

Born in controversy the 
law is living down the low 
expectations of its critics. 

Yet more than a dozen other 
states followed suit. The CLARENCE 
Trayvon Martin case offers PAG E ■ 
an excellent illustration of 
why they aU should reconsider that move. 

Amid the national furor over the 
racially charged case, a grand jury has 
been scheduled to hear evidence in 
April. But from what we know, the 
shooter, George Zimmerman, makes a 
poor fit even for the state’s notoriously 
lenient self-defense law. 

According to police, Trayvon Martin was 
walking back from a local convenience 
store to a house that he and his father were 
visiting in Sanford, Fla., on February 26. 

At about the same time, George Zimmer¬ 
man, a 28-year-old neighborhood watch 
captain called 911 from his SUV to report 
the youth looked “real suspicious,” accord¬ 
ing to a 911 caU released by police. 

What was so “suspicious?” Zimmerman 
only says Martin is wearing a hooded 
sweatshirt, “looks like he’s up to no good, 
on drugs or something” and “He’s checking 
me out” and “he’s definitely messed up.” 

And, oh, yes, after the dispatcher asked 
what race the youth appeared to be, Zim¬ 
merman said young Trayvon “looks 
black.” How much did race have to do with 
Zimmerman’s suspicions? That’s just one 
of many questions that cries out for an an¬ 
swer, which is why we have courts. 

A bigger problem for Zimmerman’s case: 
When the emergency dispatcher asks, “Are 
you following him,” Zimmerman responds, 
“Yeah.” The dispatcher discourages him 
with, “OK, we don’t need you to do that.” 
But, within minutes, other 911 calls to po¬ 
lice report the two are fighting and one was 
“yelling help.” Screams for help can be 
heard in the background in at least one 
call, along with the sound of gunfire. 

Was Zimmerman’s life threatened by a 
kid whom he greatly outweighed? The 
only items found in the teen’s possession, 
according to reports, was the bag of Skit¬ 
tles and the Arizona iced tea he picked up 
at the store. Self-defense? Investigators 
need to ask, who was defending who 
against whom? 

The Seminole-Brevard State Attorney’s 
Office is proceeding with its investigation 
and Gov. Rick Scott has asked the Florida 
Department of Law Enforcement to join the 
probe. Better tardy than never. They just 
needed a little national encouragement. 

But this case is bigger than Martin and 
Zimmerman. The “Stand Your Ground” 
law itself needs to be investigated, begin¬ 
ning with how much it may cause police 
and prosecutors to take their foot off the 
gas pedal on their road to justice.

• If you’re going to another country, take with you a note 
fom your doctor indicating that you have insulin-dependent 
iiabetes. Customs agents are used to travelers with diabetes, so 
/on are unlikely to experience any problems but the note will 
lelp if you are questioned. 


• Wear a medical identification bracelet or necklace that 
indicates that you have insulin-dependent diabetes. Carry 
a card in your wallet or purse, too. 

• Take an emergency sugar supply to treat hypoglycemia. 
Good examples are glucose tablets, which won’t melt in 
the heat or get sticky. 

• Unless it’s really hot in your room, don’t store your 
insulin in a hotel room refrigerator. These small refrig¬ 
erators have poor temperature control, and you’re as 
likely as not to end up with frozen insulin, which must be 
thrown away. 

• Take real food with you, in case meals aren’t available 
from elsewhere. You never know when you will be de¬ 
layed, or when you’ll be stuck someplace for an extra hour 
or two. Good food choices are fruit, power bars and peanut 
butter crackers.

tration violations.

“He’s doing good, he’s doing 
good.” 

Jones is healthy and playing 
well for the Wildcats (34-2). He’s 
averaging 14.4 points and 10.4 re¬ 
bounds over his last five games 
and looks like the playmaker he 
would be this season when he was 
tabbed the Southeastern Confer¬ 
ence’s preseason player of the 
year. 

“I’m just being more aggressive 
on offense, just trying to attack 
the rim and just be more physical 
on offense and defense to get 
more rebounds,” Jones said.

Kentucky players share 
wealth on offense

LEXINGTON, Ky. — 
Every player in Ken¬ 
tucky’s seven-man rota¬ 
tion has led the Wildcats 
in scoring for a game this 
season. 

That balance put oppo¬ 
nents in a bind, wonder¬ 
ing which star to focus 
on defensively. 

Kentucky coach John 
Calipari has a pretty good 
idea what counterpart 
Tom Crean will try when 
Indiana (27-8) meets the 
Wildcats (34-2) on Friday 
in the South Region^ 
semifinals in Atlanta. He 
thinks the Hoosiers plan 
win force point guard Mar¬ 
quis Teague and forward 
Michael Kidd-Gilchrist to 
carry the offense. 

“V^at Indiana is going 
to do is they are going to 
back off of Teague and 
back off of Michael 
Gilchrist. The only issue 
is it’s dangerous because 
we’ve all seen those piys 
have big games,” Calipari 
said Tuesday “What 
you’re hoping is weU let’s 
hope that they’re not mak¬ 
ing shots. That’s what I 
think that they would do.” 

The Hoosiers are one 
of two teams to topple 
the Wildcats, but the two 
freshmen had strong per¬ 
formances in Indiana’s 
thrilling 73-72 win on 
Dec. 10. Kidd-Gilchrist 
had 18 points and nine 
rebounds; Teague 15 
points and five assists. 

“That was so far, that 
was like a season ago, lit¬ 
erally, four months ago. 
That was so long ago I 
had to watch the tape to 
remember anything,” 
Calipari said. “But (Indi¬ 
ana) played well. One 
thing about it, we’re bet¬ 
ter, but so are they 

“Both teams are way 
better than they were 
then.” 

Teague became the 
seventh player to be the 
team’s leading scorer to 
help Kentucky reach the 
round of 16. He put to¬ 
gether the best scoring 
night of his career with 
24 points in an 87-71 vic¬ 
tory over Iowa State on 
Saturday night. 

“He was the main part 
of us winning,” senior 
Darius Miller said. “He 
did a great job. He was 
even talking to us, being 
vocal, talking to us about 
what we needed to do. He 
was putting guys in great 


places on the floor and 
just being a great floor 
general.” 

Kentucky has been 
sharing the wealth offen¬ 
sively all season. 

Doron Lamb has led 
Kentucky in scoring 10 
times, freshman An¬ 
thony Davis nine, Ter¬ 
rence Jones seven, 
Kidd-Gilchrist six. Miller 
five and freshman Kyle 
Wiltjer once. 

“They have a lot of 
multi-dimensional guys. 
They can score from 3, 
they can score on the puU 
up and they can get to the 
rim,” Crean said. “John 
is such a good coach for a 
lot of reasons, but I think 
more than ever this year, 
this team really shares 
the basketball. And those 
guys are just scratching 
the surface of where 
they’re going to be.” 

Then there’s Ken¬ 
tucky’s stifling defense. 

With four more blocks, 
Kentucky will surpass 
Connecticut’s 2004 
record of 315 blocks in a 
season thanks primarily 
to Davis, who has a na¬ 
tion’s best 166. The Wild¬ 
cats also lead Division I 
in field goal percentage 
defense at 37 percent. 

“What we are is a good 
defensive team,” Calipari 
said. “We’re an athletic 
team. We’re a driving 
team. If we make 3s, we’re 
a really strong team.” 


Calipari often says that 
all of his players aver¬ 
aged 25 points a game in 
high school and could 
score that many in col¬ 
lege with a correspon¬ 
ding number of shots. 

“They share,” Calipari 
said. “I’ve got a good 
crew, a good group of 
guys.” 

All seven averaged at 
least 19.6 points in their 
respective senior years 
with Davis leading the 
way with 32 points, 22 re¬ 
bounds and seven blocks 
as last year’s consensus 
No. 1 recruit in Calipari’s 
third straight top re¬ 
cruiting class. 

Davis continues to win 
numerous accolades, be¬ 
coming Kentucky’s first 
winner of the Oscar 
Robertson Trophy on 
Tuesday, the national 
player of the year se¬ 
lected by the U.S. Basket¬ 
ball Writers Association. 

“The recognition is 
nice, but I want to win the 
biggest award of them aU 
and that’s the national 
championship,” Davis 
said. “I have to stay hum¬ 
ble and keep working.” 

Calipari has main¬ 
tained all along that 
they’re only focused on 
their own games and not 
what’s ahead in the 
bracket or the tourna¬ 
ment, so he’s not playing 
up the rematch with 
Crean or the Hoosiers.

rebounds and three blocks, but was 
held to only six points against the 
Hoosiers after battling foul trouble 
throughout. 

But since that December afternoon, 
Davis has done a better job of staying 
aggressive without picking up cheap 
fouls. 

And Indiana (27-8), which went 18-1 at 
home this season, including wins over 
No. 1 Kentucky then No. 2 Ohio State 
and fifth-ranked Michigan State, shot 60 
percent from 3-pomt range in the win. 

My point is this: Even though Jones 
didn’t show up, Davis couldn’t stay on 
the floor and the Hoosiers, who played 
their best basketball at home, shot out 
of their minds, Kentucky still would 
have picked up the victory if it wasn’t 
for a late defensive lapse by one of the 
youngest teams in the country 

But this team isn’t young anymore. 
After being arguably the Wildcats’ 
biggest question mark aU year, 

Teague proved last week he’s more 
than ready to embrace the big stage 


that is the NCAA tournament. 

The freshman point guard had a ca¬ 
reer-high 24 points, seven assists and 
only two turnovers against the Cy¬ 
clones. 

Miller, the team’s undisputed leader, 
finished with 19 points, including 
three 3-pointers, against Iowa State. 
As the team’s only major contributing 
senior. Miller knows this is it. 

“We all know this is the last time 
this team is going to be together,” the 
senior guard said. “We’re not quite 
ready for that yet.” 

After a few rough years of being in 
college basketball’s basement, Tom 
Crean, one of Calipari’s close friends, 
has Indiana headed back upstairs. 

But this is Kentucky’s house, and the 
Wildcats will protect it.

Saints coach suspended 
for season over bounties

Meting out unprecedented punishment 
for a crush-for-cash bounty system that 
targeted key opposing players, the NFL 
suspended New Orleans Saints head coach 
Sean Payton without pay for next season 
and indefinitely banned the team’s former 
defensive coordinator, Gregg Williams. 

Payton is the first head coach suspended 
by the league for any reason, accused of try¬ 
ing to cover up a system of extra cash pay¬ 
outs that NFL Commissioner Roger GoodeU 
on Wednesday called “particularly unusual 
and egregious” and “totally unacceptable.” 

Sending a message by taking a harsh stand, 
GoodeU also banned Saints general manager 
Mickey Loomis for the first eight regular-sea¬ 
son games next season—beUeved to be the first 
time a GM was suspended by the NFL—and 
assistant coach Joe Witt for the first six games. 

In addition, GoodeU fined the Saints 
$500,000 and took away their second-round 
draft picks this year and next. 

“We are aU accountable and responsible 
for player health and safety and the integrity 
of the game. We wiU not tolerate conduct or 
a culture that undermines those priorities,” 
said GoodeU, whose league faces more than 
20 concussion-related lawsuits brought by 
hundreds of former players. “No one is 
above the game or the rules that govern it.” 

Payton, whose salary this season was to be 
at least $6 million, ignored instructions from 
the NFL and Saints ownership to make sure 
bounties weren’t being paid. The league also 
chastised him for choosing to “falsely deny 
that the program existed,” and for trying to 
“encourage the false denials by instructing as¬ 
sistants to ‘make sure our ducks are in a row.’” 

AU in all, Goodell’s ruling is a real blow 
to the Saints, a franchise that Payton and 
quarterback Drew Brees revived and led 
to the 2010 Super Bowl title after decades 


of such futility that fans wore paper bags 
over their heads at home games. 

Brees reacted quickly to the news on 
Twitter, writing: “I am speechless. Sean 
Payton is a great man, coach, and mentor. 
...I need to hear an explanation for this 
punishment.” 

The Saints now must decide who wiU 
coach the team in Payton’s place — his sus¬ 
pension takes effect AprU 1 — and who wiU 
make roster moves while Loomis is out. 
There was no immediate word from the 
Saints, but two candidates to take over 
coaching duties are defensive coordinator 
Steve Spagnuolo and offensive coordinator 
Pete Carmichael Jr. Spagnuolo has NFL 
head coaching experience; Carmichael does 
not, but has been with the club since 2006. 

WUien the NFL first made its investiga¬ 
tion public on March 2, WiUiams admitted 
to — and apologized for — running the 
program while in charge of the Saints’ de¬ 
fense. He was hired in January by the St. 
Louis Rams; head coach Jeff Fisher said 
Wednesday he’U probably use a committee 
of coaches to replace WiUiams in 2012. 

GoodeU wiU review Williams’ status 
after the upcoming season and decide 
whether he can return. 

“I accept full responsibility for my ac¬ 
tions,” WiUiams said in a statement issued 
by the Rams. “I wUl continue to cooperate 
fuUy with the league and its investigation 
and ... I will do everything possible to re¬ 
earn the respect of my colleagues, the 
NFL and its players in hopes of returning 
to coaching in the future.” 

WhUe some players who played for 
WiUiams elsewhere said he oversaw bounty 
systems there, too, the league said its inter¬ 
views didn’t find evidence that “programs 
at other clubs involved targeting opposing 
players or rewarding players for injuring an 
opponent.” But GoodeU could re-open the 
case if new information emerges. 


Jets, Broncos complete Tebow trade

NEW YORK — Tim 
Tebow is coming to New 
York. Really 

After a big false start, the 
New York Jets puUed off a 
Tebow-like comeback 
Wednesday night, getting 
the quarterback who turned 
the Denver Broncos from an 
also-ran into a playoff team 
last season and became the 
NFL’s most talked-about 
player — for a fourth- and 
sixth-round draft pick. 

Now, Tebowmania is 
opening on Broadway. 

And, there’s sure to be 
plenty of drama — just as 
there was from the moment 
the Jets puUed off the deal. 
Or thought they did, that is. 

“I’m thankful they stuck 
with me through this whole 
crazy process,” Tebow said. 

Eight hours after initiaUy 
agreeing to a trade, the teams 
completed it after it was 
hung up when the Jets 
balked at repaying Denver 
more than $5 mUlion for a 
salary advance due Tebow. 
The two sides agreed to split 
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that cost, and Jets general 
manager Mike Tannenbaum 
said the team was “comfort¬ 
able with the compensation.” 

He said there was a dis¬ 
agreement about how to han¬ 
dle the salary advance after 
Denver received the papers. 

“We knew what the con¬ 
tract was,” he said. “We had 
read it.... We felt it was one 
way; they felt it was another. 
Based on that, they were 
weU within their rights to 
assess their different possi- 
bUities of what to do and 
their alternatives. And they 
did so throughout the day” 

So the Jets waited and 
waited — and looked as if 
they had botched the big deal. 


Despite ultimately pulling 
off the trade, it’s just another 
bizarre moment for the Jets, 
a team that has had its share 
of them over the years, con¬ 
juring memories of Bill Be- 
lichick’s hiring as coach and 
his resignation one day later. 

The deal also raised ques¬ 
tions about the Jets’ com¬ 
mitment to Mark Sanchez, 
who received a $40.5 mil¬ 
lion contract extension, 
with $20.5 million guaran¬ 
teed, earlier this month. 

During a call late Wednes¬ 
day night, Tannenbaum re¬ 
peatedly referred to 
Sanchez as “our guy” and 
the team’s unquestioned 
starting quarterback. 



Ky. track vows 
to avoid last year’s 
traffic snafu

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Kentucky Speedway chalks 
up last year’s race-day fiasco to rookie mistakes, 
when a massive traffic jam dented its reputation at 
the track’s inaugural Sprint Cup Series race. Now, 
with more asphalt and parking, the track is vowing 
to redeem itself. 

Teaming with highway crews, the speedway is 
nearing the checkered flag on a series of construc¬ 
tion projects aimed at ensuring smoother traffic 
flow for the track’s next Sprint Cup race in late June. 

“I guarantee there won’t be the traffic issues like 
there were last year,” Kentucky Speedway General 
Manager Mark Simendinger said this week in a 
phone interview. “I think our fans ... are going to 
be pleasantly surprised that it doesn’t take them 
that long to get here.” 

Last year, idling on the roadways overshadowed 
the roaring racecars. It spoiled a moment that the 
region’s race fans had been anticipating for years 
as the track in rural northern Kentucky maneu¬ 
vered to land a coveted Sprint Cup race. 

Many irate fans never made it to the race. Brake 
lights stretched for miles as 107,000-plus fans de¬ 
scended on the track. Afterward, speedway officials 
tried to make up for it by offering ticket exchanges 
for fans who missed the race. 

For Speedway Motor sports Inc., the company 
that owns and operates the track, the nightmarish 
logjam drove home some painful realities: the track 
lacked adequate parking and access roads were too 
clogged to handle the crush. 

Almost as soon as the race ended, speedway offi¬ 
cials were looking to fix the problem. 

Late last year, the state awarded a nearly $4 mil¬ 
lion highway contract to widen an exit ramp com¬ 
ing off southbound Interstate 71 and widen a 
stretch of Kentucky 35 than runs past the track. 
Also, a new pedestrian tunnel has been built. 

The project has run ahead of schedule, thanks to 
the mild winter, and should wrap up within a cou¬ 
ple of weeks, said Robert Hans, a chief district en¬ 
gineer for the Kentucky Department of Highways. 

Meanwhile, the speedway bought more than 150 
acres of neighboring farmland to convert into 
parking. Chugging bulldozers are stiU shaping the 
hilly terrain into tens of thousands more smooth 
parking spaces.

UREA IS A LEGITIMATE EXPENSE FOR MERCEDES 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

Can this be true, or are my wife and I just gullible? Our dealer 
claims that we need to odd "urea" to our Bluefec 350 Mercedes engine. 
With 21,000 miles on the car, we have spent almost $200 with the deal¬ 
er to add this "urea." Why? What is its purpose? Are we being taken for 
the ultimate luxury-car ride, or is this a legitimate cost? - Dan 


Peabody Award-winning National Public 
Radio stars Tom and Ray Magliozzi take 
the fear out of car repair and find the fun 
in engine failure each week in "Click 
and Clack Talk Cars." They took their 
nicknames from the clicketyclack sound 
made by aging autos. 


TOM: Doesn't urine have urea in it? 

RAY: Yes, but only at about 1/10th of the concentra¬ 
tion the car requires. So you can't recommend that 
Dan simply pee into the tank. 

TOM: OK, I'm crossing that off my list, then. 

RAY: Urea refills are a legitimate expense for this 
particular car, Dan. And shame on the salesman for 
not disclosing this to you when you bought the car. It's 
an added cost and inconvenience of ownership that you 
had a right to know about. It's like selling someone a 
dog, and neglecting to mention that you have to feed it every 
day. 

TOM: Here's why you have to add urea to this car: In order to get diesel 
engines - which burn dirtier than gasoline engines - to meet new emissions 
standards in the United States, Mercedes (like all diesel-engine manufactur¬ 
ers) had to add some kind of system to scrub more nitrous oxides out of the 
exhaust. 

RAY: The system Mercedes chose is a urea-based system. When the urea 
is injected into the hot exhaust, it releases ammonia, which helps break 
down about 80 percent of the harmful nitrous oxides. 

TOM: The problem is, you need a constant supply of urea. In order to keep 
car owners from simply letting the urea bottle run dry and forgetting about 
it, the EPA required that the car stop running if it runs out of urea. So you 
have no choice, Dan. 



RAY: Mercedes says that a 7.5-gallon supply should cover about 12,000 
miles of driving. So it suggests that you get the urea tank refilled every 
10,000 miles, when you bring your Mercedes in for its regular oil, filter and 
wallet service. 

TOM: Aside from the potential inconvenience of that, Mercedes estimates 
the expense at about $1,500 for every 100,000 miles you drive. 
RAY: Of course, like everything else you do at a 
Mercedes dealership, you'll pay more to get your urea 
topped up there. So if the expense is a concern, you 
might look around for an independent shop that spe¬ 
cializes in German cars. You'll pay less of a premium 
there. 

TOM: You can buy your own urea (under the 
Mercedes brand name "AdBlue," or as another 
brand) and learn how to add it yourself, if you really 
want to cut your expenses. 

RAY: Isn't it a good thing you're saving all that money 
with your high-mileage diesel, Dan? Otherwise, how would 
you be able to afford all that urea?
